FACING A CONDITION.

THE SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY
CALLED ON FOR A SETTLEMENT.

Avxiety Over Increased Duties ln the Tarifl
B ll—Fears Said to be Unfounded—Big
Purchase of 4 Por Cents,

WASHINGTON, September 12 —General
Nettleton, Assistant Secretary of the Treas-
ury, in respouse to inquiries on the subjeot,
by a report to-night, made the following
statement:

The Treasury Department to-day, in addition
to ita regular disbursements, which are unuso-
ally beavy, paid out $2548084 on ncoount of
:bond purchases and advance interest, as fol-
ows :

The Secretary of the Treasury, on his re-
turns to Washington from New England
will be in New York to-morrow, aas will
adopt such & course us shall seem to him
timely and calenlated to meet the difficulty
as it exists. It is said one of the minor
measures of reliel that may be adopted by
the Treasury will be the payment in advance
of & year's interest on the $65,000,000 of
Government bonds known as currency
sixes.
